His }wriſd:&10n therefore 
asroſuchanend,exrends it ſelf ro the 
Whole Church,and is exerciſed in taking 
care that the Ordinances of Generall 
Councills be not by any transgrefled:and 
allo in caſe any Hereſies ariſe , or that 
any ControVerſiesin Cauſis Majoribus can 
not be otherwiſe ended , either to de- 
termine the Pornrs of Catholick Truth 
oppoſed, or at leaſt to impole Silence 
upon diſputants and Litigants,till he can 
aſſemble a Councill ro declare un-appea- 
lably the Trurh , and ro do juſtice upon 
the guilty parties.

gland) Who all hitherto have juſtified

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Teacher of their Cleygy.Bur I believe the 
Dofour Will in vain expe@ this com- 
pliance from them: Ana I am ſure the 
noW higheſt and worthieſt of his Pre- 
lars, Will not be of the number of the 
Dofours Wee, who has ſolidly aſſerted 


this Primitive Doftrin , and tro confure 


Whom perhaps the Dofour has publish- 


ed ſo pittifull a ſenſe of Abſolurion ; to 
their preiudice ingratiating himſelf 
Wirh all other Sefs , enemies toall Ec- 
cleſtaſticall Orders and Ordinations , and 
malingevery one of them ( as before 
Iudges of the Scriptures ſenſe , ſo ) now 
Vſurpers of their Offices , and , as they 
hope , ere long of their ReVenues. 

18. The Churchthen is manifeſtly 
free from the charge here imputed to 
Catholicks by the Dofour ,and by him 
made uſe of to deterr any one from ioy- 
ning themſc]ves ro her , becauſe in hey 
(nor, byher) Doftrins are by ſome taught 
deſtroning the neceſſity of a g09d life. All 
the Do&four can ſay is: Some reach ſome 


' ſuch Dofrins , Which ſome alſo refute, 


and the Whole Church diſavows. T his 


being ſo, With What conſcience can the 
Dafour 
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Do&ouy pretend danger upon this ac. 
count in being members of the Carhy. 
lick Church , Whenas in his own Prore. 
ſtant Charches , for Which he has layd 
grounds and Principles , every Chridtan 
is allowed by himſelf in theſe Principles . 
rochuſe not only What gpinions , but 
What Articles of Faith ( after ufing a 
ſober enquiry into the Scriptures ) they 
like beſt, And what moſt horrid Do@r:ng 
he has thereby excufed and defended, 
all- Chriſtendom at this time ſees Wirth 
amazementand deteſtation, 

119. Surely When the Do&our Wrote 
this paſſage he conceived himſelf quar- 
relling not With Catholicks, Who con- 
ſtantly aſſert againſt Prgreſtants , the ne- 
ceſſity of good Works to Salvation, and 
their Efficacy init , upon Suppoſitivn of 
our Lords Fracious Promiſe to reward 
them, bur with ſome of his own Prore- 
ſtants (perhaps with himſelf ) Who ex- 
clude ail Merit of good works from a | , 
Chriſtiahs Salvation : or With his Pa- R 
triarch Luther, Who ſaid that good Works | |, 
did move harme then good ; Therefore he 
may doe Well to aſk them pardon after 
Contr:ition, and Con feſſs on of his fault. 

120. Certainly if he could bring 
himſelf 
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himſelf ro a willingnes of informing 


himſclf in true Catholick Dottrins, he 


would find that the Way to Salvation 
there taught is much ſtrayter then that 
Which is choſen by Proreſtants , and 
Holmes of Life far more ſtrictly requi- 
red. For proof of Which it Were ſufh- 
cient only to repeat What Was even 
noW cited out of the Councill of Trent 
touching the Dottrin of Penzance: But a 
proof viſible of late to all oureys are fo

121. Burleaving theſe putrid Carci- 
nomata of the Catholick Church , and in- 
famous ſtains tothe Proceſtant., is it not 
apparent 
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apparent that the DoArin of Pennaxce 
and Mortification hath been reje&ed by 
Proteſtants , not becauſe rhey are hin-' 
drances of good life(as the DoRour (ays, 
and I dare ſay not one underſtandin 
oy in his oWn Parish belcives him) 
ut for the Severity of them , and con- 
tradiftion to Flesh and Blood ? Beſides 
this , Where doe we hear of Reſtitution 
of goods got by Uſury and deceit among 
Proteſtants, there being among them no

124. Asrouching the too great facility 
allowed by ſome Catholick Writers in 
giving Abſolution rotzes quortes toſinners 
returning to their yomit,and giving but 
ſmall figns of their Will ro relinquiſh 
fins, the Doffour does very well to taxe 
it, asa great hindrance indeed toa holy 
life.

125 Beſidesrhis, the Dofour , I be- 
lieve,is not ignorant , though it Was 
not for his purpole to rake notice of it, 
that not very long ſince, among ſeverall 
dangerousPoſigrons collected our of ſome 
Modern Caſuiſts , ſuch ſcandalous relaxa- 
tions in adminiſtring the Sacrament of 
Pennance had a principall place , all

And ſuch 
an vſe of Indulgences if the Doftour re- 
fuſe ro the Catholick Church, he dares not 
to his oWn , Since he, cannot deny 
but that in the Sprricuall Courrs the 
Tudpes aſſume a poWer either to quality 
Corporall puniſhments impoſed by the 
Laws and.

And laſtly by the form of them ic ap- 
pears that the vertue of them after 
death is only per moduns Suffragij.

Modeyn Hereſies ? Anciently the [nYen- 
rours of _— z Were great learned 
Prelats , and (ubtile Philoſophers, and the 
obie& of their Hevreſies were Sublime 
Myſteries of Faith, examined and framed 
by them according to the grounds of 
Plato's or Aviſtole's Philoſophy ; far above 
the reach of Vulgar capacities ; from 


1 Whence it is that Terrull:an calls the 


Ancient Philoſophers , the Patriarchs of 
Hereticks. And moreover their applica. 
tions of Texts of Scyiprures for confir- 
ming ſuch Hereſies , 'Were ſo. Specula- 
tively nice and wcyoamatricall, char both 
preat ſharpnes of witt and learning too 
were neceſſary to the diſcovering and 
unridling the fallacy. Hence ic came ta 
pass that in thoſe dayes the Scyiprwres 
might freely enough be readby ordinary 
Chriſtians Without danger , eſpecially 

X conlidering

conſidering their intention in reading 
them Was not to find out a New Reli- 
810n, but to inſtruct themſelves in Prery, 
and inflame their hcarts in the DiVine

161. Thus ſtood matters in the Church 
during the times of the firſt four Gene- 
rell Councills. But our Modern Hevreſier 
are of a quite difterent Complexion, 
They are con vetſant about matrers ob- 
viousto the Weakeſt canacities , as the 
external adminiſtration of Sacraments, 
the Tur:ſdi&ton of Syperiours , Civill and 
Eccleſuaſticall , the manner of mens De- 
Votions , the Inſtitution of Rel1g10us Or- 
ders , the Obligation of Vows ; the Ordon« 
nances of the Church teaching Faſting, 
Matrimony , Celibacy , Paying of Tithes, 
ec. Or ifabout Sublime Myſteries, Men 
are taught to examine ſuch Myſteries 
by naturall Reaſon and the Verdict of 
their outward Senſes. Hence ir is come 
to pass that our late F7eveſtarcks have not 
been profound Subtle Philoſaphers , but at 
the beſt a few Senſuall inceſtuous Fryars 
abroad , and Populqy Preachers at home: 
yea. ,as We have lately ſeen', even Me- 
chanicks, Souldiers br any other ignorant 
perſons aftyated by the Spiric of ”Y 
an 
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and Licentiousness to begin a Seft fitt for 
the palars and complexions of Seekers 
after NoYelries. 

162. Matters therefore ſtanding thus 
in theſe later times , can any rational} 
man be perſWaded that if any of choſe 
Holy Fathers , cited by the Do&towr , had 
lived among us, or if fuch Fereſfies had 
been ſpred among their Dyſciples., and 
prerended to have been evidently dedu- 
ced from Gods Word, they Would have 
been ſo zealous in their Exhortations to 
a promiſcuous reading of Scyiprayes? Bur 
how much think we , Would ſach their 
zeale have been cooled , in calc ſuch an 
Architeft of Principles,as the Doftony is, 
had been in Vogue in their times 2? For 
Principles they are Which evidently 
contain the moſt pernicious , Sowle-deſ- 
woying Hereſy that ever atſaulred Gods 
Church : Principles Which baniſh Peace, 
Charity, Humility and Obedience viterly 
from the Church and State : Principles 
Which if through Gods judgment they 
ſhoald genetally prevaile , what think 
you Would become of our SaVours Pro- 
w/c, for there would not be left in the 
world one Church atall , true or falſe: 
Since Where eycry one is acknowled- 
ged 
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ved the only inventer and ?udge of his 
own Faith;there may meet a Mulritude, 
but it is no Church, none having right 
over another ; errour and crutch , Vertye 
and vice being. equally 1uſtifiable. Laſtly 
theſe are Prixciples,the admirable vanity 
of Which I think was never paralleld 
by any Herefiarch , but a certain Rhero- 
rus mentioned by Philaſtrius , Who 
taught , That all Fevreſies were in theiy 
precepts of life , innocent; and in thery. Doc+. 
trins true: | Omnes Hereſes refbe ambula- 
Ye , C Vera doceye. | 

163. Non ſum ambitiofſus in malis ,1 
may With a good conſcience proteſt that 
it is only FTruthand a Charitable compaſ- 
fion to ſoules miſerably ſeduced by fo 
Comprehenſive a Hereſy as is contained in 
the Doftours Principles , Which hath 
moved mee to fix ſuch a brand upon 
them: Not that I ſuſpe@ that he would 
approve ſuch 'conſequences : but I am 
confident With all his (kilt he cannot 
avoyd them, | 

164. Now lI muſt acquaint the Doc- 
tour that my 1uſt indignation againſt 
theſe Principles is heightned from my 
own unhappines , if not guilt in being 
the firſt who gaye occaſion that they 
ſhould 
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ſhould be knoyn bed received into the 
Church of England. This I am ſure nci- 
ther he,nor perhaps any onenoW alive, 
does know , and therefore I will ac- 
quaint him With the rrue Srory concer- 
ning them. | 

165, AsI remember it was in the 
year 1638.that I had occaſion to accome 
pany a Noble freind in a iourney from 
Dublin to London. W hen We Were ready 
to return , I went coa Bookſellers ſhop 
to ſearch out ſome b oks to be carticd 
back into Ireland, and among others [ 
bought Dazlle du Yray uſave des Peres , a 
Book at that time not at all taken notice 
of. That Book the ſame night I ſhewd 
to my Noble dear Lord Lucius Lord Falk- 
land , Who peruſing and liking the 
Contents of it, deſired me to giveit him, 
Which I willingly did. About a month 
afrer my return into Treland, he ſent me 
a moſt civill letter , full of thanks both 
in hisoWn, but eſpecially in M4. Chilling- 
worths name for that ſmall preſent , tel- 
ling me.'that that licle Book had ſaved 
him a moſt tedious labour of reading 
almoſt rwenty great Volumes. 

166. This Myſterious ſpeech I eaft- 
ly underſtood. For M. Chillinzworth 2 
2 litle 
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litle before was returned out of Flax. 
ders; Where he had profeſſed himſelf a 
Catholick : and being ſent for by Arch- 
bishop Lawd , was ſtriftly examined by 
him rouching his Rel1910n », And Whe- 
ther he went to Maſſe , or Common 
Prayer 3 to Whom he gaue this account, 
That he had entertained ſuch fcruples 
touching Catholick Reli9:0», and With- 
all was as yer fo vnſarisfyed with the 
grounds of the Engliſh Proteſtane Reli- 
2108 , thatat the preſent his conſcience 
would nat permirt him to goe either to 
Maſſe or to Common Prayey. And there- 
fore With his Graces leaue he was reſol- 
ued to ſpend a year ortWo in a ſolitu- 
de ,and the Study of Greek and Zarm 
Fathers, fully purpoſing to embrace thar 
Religion Which appeared ro him moſt 
cn ro What the Fathers generally 
raughe, The Archbiſhop much com- 
mended hjs deſign , and diſmiſſed him 
With his bleſſing , and a promiſe alſo 
that he ſhould enioy entire liberty ro 
profecute ſo laudable. a Study.” Very 
buſy in this $rudy I found , and left him, 
in England. But it was preſently after 
interrupted by that vnlucky Book of 
Daille, Which perſwaded him to a light 
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eſteem of the Z7oly <A vpon Whoſe 
authority he Would no longer rely. 

Bur yer this did not bring him into the: 
Church of England, ſo as to think himſelf 
obliged to belicue her Dottrins , and 

'Whole authority he ſaw was much in- 

feriour to the other : and from all ſub. 
ordinate , but diuided Engliſh Sefts, he 
had a horrible averſion and contempr. 

Therefore Without any long demurr 
he fixed his mind vpon Socinian grounds, 

Which he afterwards ſhewed ina litle 
Book of one of them Which was an.A»ſ+ 

wer to certaine Theſes Poſnanzenſes, 

Whiclr Theſes , as ] remember , aſſerted 

the Authority of the Catholick Church : in 

oppoſition Whereto the Socrnian, reiec- 

ting allExrernall Authoyity,layd theſeve- 
ry grounds of his Relig10n: That in all ne- 
ceſſary Doftrins the Scripture was clear : 

Thevefore every ſober Enquirer might with 
eaſe find them in it , without any þelp of 4 

Teachey or at leaſt any ovligation to belteVe 

him. Vpon theſe grounds M. Chilling- 

worth dilated his Diſcourſes With much 

art and gtacefullness of Stile in his Book 

againſt a learned Carholick writer: And 

the ſame grounds ſo diſcourſed on , Do= 

tour Stillingfleet has contrated Metho- 
dically 
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aically into his Principles: And both theſe 
Books . though manifeſtly deſtroying 
all Authority in the Engliſh, or any 
other Church, haue been patiently and 
quietly ſuffred , yea commended by $Su- 
periowrs here , to their infinit dammage, 
as is ſeene at this day : Which dammage 
1s ] belicue more ſenſible to them ſince 
they ſee no conſiderable prejudice toCa- 
tholicks by them, for Jdoe not remember 
ro haue heard of any one Eſtabliſhed 
Catholick Shaken in his Faith by ſuch 
grounds: Though Iconfess they obCtruc- 
ted a.good While my entrance into the 
Catholick Church. . 

167. Now it being certain that theſe 
Princs ples came originally into En- 
gland from the Socinians (a Set main+ 
raining a Fundamentall Hereſy ) it is of 
ſmall edification and less glory to the 
Engliſh Church ( in caſe , as the Doftour 
* pretends , his Faithand heys are built on 
the ſame Principles) that ſhe ſhould con- 
ſequently acknowledge herſelf forced 
to deſert the grounds vpon Which ſhe 


proceeded ſince the Reformation , as 


being grounds by M. Chilling worths diſ- 
covery found to be Sandy and ruinous, 
and conſequently acknowledge all her 
Articles 
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Articles of belief , all her Laws, Conſtity: 
tions , Canons, ec. miſgrounded. The 
conſideration of this , beſides diſreputa- 
tion , cannot bur raiſe great Scyuples, in 
the minds ofher Diſciples and Subrefts, 
till ſhe not only diſavow this her Cham- 
pion , bur likewiſe aſſert her Authority 
by .Answering all the Diſcourſes of M. 
Chillinsworth , my Lord Falkland, M. 
Digges, M. Whitby, Dottouy Stillinsfleet 
and ſeVerall other Dottours and Profeſſours 
in the VniVerſuties , Who all exalr their 
Single judgments above her Authority. 
168. And as for Doftouy Srilling fleet 
there is another task to be undertaken 
by him , Which I believe will give him 
excerciſe enough. For he knowing that 
the Socrtnians , as Well as himſelf , do 
make the plary evidence of Scripruye in all 
neceſſaries to all Sober enquirers, a Princi- 
ple of thety Reli910n , and upon this Prin- 
ciple building their Hereſy , his Srudy 
muſt be to beat them from this Princi- 
ple , Which can be done no other way, 
but either by confeſſing that theDofrin 
of Chriſts DiVinity is not neceſſary ro be 
believed, or by demonſtrating to them 
that they do not underſtand the plaineſt 
Y Texts 
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Texts of tae been ſober 
enquirers into it, This will be a task be- 
coming luch an Hedtorean ControVertiſt 
as the Doftourigeſtcemed to be , con{1- 
dering how even among his freinds the 
Socinians, amang all Proteſtant Setts,are 
acknowledged to have been very Labo- 
riows and far moſt exaQ in interpreting 
the moſt dificult Books of Scyipeure, and 
this not Without good Success , except 
where their ivdgment has been perver- 
ted by areſolution to defend their pecu- 
liar Hereticall Doftyins, NoW by this 
time I believe the Do@&our lees What a 
world of work his Principles have cut 
out for him , Which he is obliged to juſ- 
tify not only againſt Catholicks , who 
abhorr them , but Socinians alſo who 
invented them as neceflary for main- 
raining their Hereſy , & laſtly againſt my 
Lords the Bishops his Supertowrs , as I ve- 
rily believe. His Principles therefore he- 
ing of ſo very main importance & being 
the only conſiderable Subiett treared of 
in his Book, my Readers muſt not Won- 
der that in ſo\{horta TreatiſeI have (o 
oft purhim in mind of them , fince a 
horrour of the conſequences of them

169. s I Hus much I judged ſuf- 


ficieng to make up an 
Answer to thoſe parts of the Do@ours 
Book , Which do not purpoſely trear of a 
Dotrinall Controverſy : for no more 
Was required from mee, indeed not 
quite ſo much : it being only the Sefton 
of Fanaticiſm in Which ] was particu- 
larly concerned. But the others intru- 
ded themſelyes, ] know not well how: 
and by that means forced me alfo to 
negle@ obſerving the order in Which 
they lye in his Book. Which being no 
very great fault, ] hope a pardon. from 
the Dofour Will without much diffi- 
culty be obtained. 

190. ſhall alſo ftand in need of 
another pardon for a fault , ſuch as it is, 
willingly committed , and not yet re- 
pented of , becauſe } beleive , except 

himſelf, 
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himfelf, none will efteem it a favle. Tr 
is this. Obſerving in the Dottowrs Book 
a world of Quotations out of Authours 
Which ] never ſaw, nor intend to ſee, 
containing many diſmall Stores , and 
many ridiculous paſſages of things done 
or ſaid by ſeverall Catholicks in former, 
and ſome latter ,times: if J had had a 
mind to examine, and fay ſomething 
as in Answertothem, an impoſhb:lity 
of finding out thoſe Authours mult have 
been my excuſe. Bur ] have a better 
Excuſe then that. For if the' DoGtour 
Would have lent mee thoſe Books out of 
his Library, I ſhould have thanked him 

for his Civility , but Withall 1 ſhould 

have refuſed ro make uſe of his Offer. 

For to What purpoſe would it have been 

to turn over atheap of Books to find 

out Quotations in Which neither the 
Church , nor myſelf Were any Way con- 

cerned ? Nor concerned , Þ ſay, though 

they had been Opintons or Attions even 

of Popes themſelves, being aſſured rhat 

at leaſt, never any Pope , hoW Wicked 

ſoever , ha's brought any Hereſy into 

theChurch. Itisto me all one Whether 
all his Allegations be true or falle , as to 
any 
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any advantage he nh make of them a- 
gainſt the Catholick Church : unless the 
Do&tour Will undertake to demonſtrate, 
Thar ir: is unlawfull , or but confidera- 
bly dangerous to be a Member of a 
Church Where any perſons doe , or have 
lived , Who have been obnoxious to Er- 
rours , Or Suilty of ill Attions: 

171. Yet] muſt acknowledge that 
in one regarda Book Written in ſuch a 
Stile as the DoFouy's is , may have an 
influence on the Whole Church , and, 
againſt his intention , produce a good 
effe& in it. For it may be hoped that Ca- 
tholicks of the preſent Age will ſerious- 
ly conſider the horrible conſequences of 
ſeditious , licentious and otherwayes 
unWatrantable DoGrins and Pradttiſes 
of a few Catholicks in former times, 
Which have not only been pernicious to 
the Authaurs themſelves , but by the 
Scandalousness of them have expoled the 
Church her ſelf, how innocent loever, 
ro the dereſtation of ſuch whoare with- 
out : For Sins, When Scandalous are an 
Umnverſall and never ceaſing Plague: 
Which moved our SaVour to. ſay , E Ve 
mundo a Scandalis ; ] Woe torh: whole 
world 
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world becauſe if Seantalls 
172. Hoping therefore that by oc- 
calion of the Do&tours Book luch a» Bene- 
t may accreW to his Catholick Readers, 
as to render them more Watchfull over 
themſelves to prevent hereafter the like 
Scandals , Þ think my ſelf obliged in re- 
quitall, ſeriously to adviſe him touching 
the dangerous State heisnoWin , as to. 
his Soule, in regard likeWiſe of Scandal. 
He would laughar me if I ſhould tell 
him that this danger proceeded from his 
not being a Member of the Catholick 
Church.

ſo miſerably deveſtcd of all Authority, 
And therefore let any indifferent Rea- 
dey judge between us tWo, Whether with 
bertey Success He has defended the cauſe of 
the Church of England againſt the Church 
of Rome ,orT, the cauſe of his own Church 
azainſt himſelf.

place. Truly in all reaſon his Attempt by his 
Sociman Principles of depriving the GovVer- 
nowrs of that Church of all Anthority ; gran- 
ted by her Princes ahd Parltaments , ought 
to haue ſuffiſed him , Without traducing 
her as a Canoniter of Fanaticks. W hat excule 
he can mike for this I cannot imagine , 
unless perhaps his tenderly ſcrupulous con-

A Second Requeſt is,that ſince, to his great 
credit, order has been taken by his friends, 
more folicitous for him then their own 
Church , to render his Book unanswerable, 
he would haſten his zealous Huguenor Bre- 
thren of the SaVoy (iuſt ſuch Defenders of 
the Church of England as himſelf) to enlarge 
his conqueſts through France alfo by ſen- 
ding abroad their French Tranffation of his 
formidableBook,the Rationall Account. There 
Will bee no need to fear any officrous Sear- 
cheys , nor the leaſt obſtruion ro their dil- 
perſing their ware in France , for there Ca- 
' tholxcks are fa confidently ſecure of the in- 
vincible Truth of their Religion , that the. 
King himſelf not only permits, bur invites, 
yea andexpreſsly commands the ſubrilleſt 
of the Fuguenor Miniſters to Write and 
publiſh freely whatſoever they are able ro 
fay in defence of themſelves , or againſt 
Catholick DofFrines. Nowhit is fianifeft 
that the DotFonrs friends , the zealons Sear- 
chers and murderers of all. Anſwers to his 
Book do ngt btlicye that he has any con-

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fidence at all either in-the truth or hone- 
ſty of his cauſe. -And.iuſt reaſon they 
have: ſinceit is a cauſe evidently deſtruc-

My 'third Requeſt is indeed, Þ fear , too 
reaſonable to expe ir ſhould be gran- 
ted by.an Adverſary of the Dofforys temper. 

His. deſign becing to dererr all 
Englifh-men from Communion With the Ca- 
tholick Church from a conlideration of dan- 
gerous, Doftrines and Pradtiſes in it , heis 
requeſted , that hereafter he would: not 
abuſe. the 'Wworld by fathering on - the 
Church Exotick opinions of particular School- 
men , and by repreſenting the Churches 
Do&rines lamely , falſely and dishoneſily. 
His enogwous faultiness in this regard ( in 
mitation of Dotfor Taylor ) committed in 
his laſt Book through every one of the 
Pornts mentioned by him, may be- viſible 
to all hecedfull Readers , and irrefragable 
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Proofes herecfarein a Cd to be pro+ 
duced,if his buſy friends the Searchers could 
be perſwaded to reſt in their beds in the 
| night time. He cannot complain of any 
difficulty ro: find out all neceflary Dottr:- 
nes in Which Catholicks univerſally agree - 
( as We may for Proteflant Dofrines. ) The 
Councill of Trent alone will ſufficiently 
furniſh him. Or if he think fitt ro have 
recourſe to the interpretations of its De- 
ciſions,in all reaſon and conſcience he ougher 
ro content himſelf with ſuch as ſeem to him 
moſt moderate and rationall ; Chriſtian cha- 
rity and love of Peace requiring this: from 
him. Bur I fear his unconformity hereto 
muſt be pardoned, For his principall voca- 
tion noW being to be a Controverrtiſt , to 
Which , it ſeems , he is by Superiours enga- 
ged ,and to which employment Preaching, 
Sacraments , and all muſt yield : it Will be 
impoſſible for him to write volumes of 
ControVerfy his Way , if he be confined to 
matters only Which are pertinent, or to ar- 
guments Which are Zooically concluding. 

For how could he then delight profane 
Readers With ridiculous ſtories » Or give 
ſcope ro his own more profane Fancy in 
deſcanting irreligiously on the aQtions of 
Saints , or fill up many ſheets With nal- 
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xy occurrents raked out of dunghills, and 
charging them on the Church , Which ab- 
horrs them more then himſelf. How could 
he , I ay, thus play rhe ControVerriſt , if he 
were to aſſault the Ehurch only in her ne- 
ceſſary Do&trines and Diſcipline , Exhibired 
in her Counculls? 1 muſt therefore, I fear, 
prepare my ſelf with patience to receive a 
Refuſall ro Requeſts, though in my. opinion 
very reaſonable, and Which I here ſetr 
dawn , becauſe } .believe they will be 
eſteemed ſuch by ingenuous and: judicious | 
Readers , Who ſurely Will not judge the 
cavſe of Catholicks prejudiced by the Do- 
foys confutation of a Church no Where ex- 
tant 17 rerum natura,cXCept in his own dif- 
ordered Fancy. | 

Laſtly, he is deſired ro confider that Al- 
mighty God commands us to lowe Peace and 
Truth (Zach. 8. 19: ) both theſe : For Peace 
alone, Without Truth , 1s a conſpiracy in 
Errouy: andan imprudent zeale for Truth. 
may be more pernicious then Errour. Both 
theſe therefore ought to be loved together. 
And to Hate both Peace and Truth ſcems 4 
depravation ſcarce conſiſtent with Human 
nature , Or any Rattonall Apent beſides the 
Devil! himſelf. Since therefore the Deffor 
by demolishing all Ty1bunalls in Gods Chnych. 
Which 
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Which might omcenbly end ControVerſies; 
has endeavoured , as much as in him lyes; 
to banish Peace erernally from among Chy1= 
Sans: it is iuſtly to be exſpefed from him, 
that, being now become by Profeſſion a 
ControVertiſt , he {hould give ſome berter 
teſtimony ro the world , thar he isat leaſt a 
Secker and Promoter of Truth, and that his 
Deſien in writing ; Preaching , and Diſ= 
puting is to conquer the'iudgments of 
Dyſſenters to a belief of thar Which him- 
ſelfpretends tobe Truth. But can any rea- 
ſonable tnan imagine that he had ſo' much 
asa deſire to convert Catholicks (Who alone 
ſeem to be eſteetned by him Diſſenteys ) by 
ſuch a Book as his laſt is; Which they cannot 
rex Without trembling at the blaſphemies 
of it , and without a horrible averſion from 
one Who would make their. Church and 
Faith odious for Do&rines and Pyaftiſes 
Which the ſaid Church is ſo far from owning 
that ſhe condetnns them; and Would more- 
over perſuade them to forſake an eſtas 
bliſhed Communion, Without being infor- 
med Whither to berake themſelves? Theſe 
proceedings are ſo unreaſonnable , thar it 
ſeems manifeſt he had nor. ſo much as 4 
thought of convincing their iudgments : ſo 
that he will haye ſmall reaſon to wonder 
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that. not. one ſingle perſon can. be fgind, 
iy beep on &s- an chemgh,, W's 
given him occaſion to erett.a Trophey : yea - 
moreover , though perhaps he will not be. 
lieve ir , that a conſiderable number have, ' 
againſt his yvill had their +yds opedcd by 
him,to ſce the deſperate ſtate of that cauſe, 
Which ſeems to ſcek*its laſt refuge in the 
Protetion of:ſuh; an AdVocar; Akram gf 
fate KT ets is of a Book ſo PIO of 
and to Which ſuch, conqueſts : have . been 
promiſed. Therefore any ſober Reader Wha 
{hall heedfully refle& on the Doforyabili- 
ties , Will hardly be-perſwaded+ro-bealieve 
that he intended bis laſt f hould be a Book of 
ControVerſy , but rather an Engm raiſed by 
him , to work;during 'the. ſpace of a few 
months, ſameconfiderable mischigfagainſi 
the perſons of innocent Catholicks:, ata ſca- 
ſon. as he thought, proper, for his purpoſe; 
when, he . conceived thereby ,the Whole 
Kingdom mighthappily.be incen(ed againſt 


-them: Which holy deſignif hecouldeffeft,
